Each week his movements seem to be more rapid, 
and he dodges from’ town to town with amazing 
quickness, as yuu will seo from the list which 
appears on the front page of this paper: Besides 
being a gentleman with apparently unlimited 
wealth, ho has also apparently unlimited time at 
his disposal.
